During the mi- 
nority-of theſe Kings, the Queene mother, 
by the:aſliſtance of the houſe of Guiſe;exclu- 
ded thePrinces of the blood from the pro- 
tection of che Kingsperſon and kingdome, 
whichwas:their right. The Prigces being. 
Proceſtans;and finding adiſcontented par- 
ty, who, for the ſpace of wellnigh forty 
W122 yexes, 
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yeares, had {uffered a moſt fierce perſecnti- 
on, eaſily drewv to their ſide all the Prote- 
ants of France, and ſo twiſtedtheir inter- 
eſts with the intereſt of Religion, that they 
never made a peace for themſelves alone, 
but for the whole party: By, which ſeverall 
peaces they got Edicts in their favour, and 
places of defence, and grew a conſiderable 

party. | 4 
King ( harles the IX. being cometo ape, 
and finding a troubled State, fought to 
quench with blood the fire kindled in his 
kingdome ; and by atreacherous match of 
his fiſter with the young King of Navarre, 
ot the Heads of the Proteftants to Paris, 
and there flew them. This was the famous - - 
fealt of S. Bartholomew 1572. upon which, 
and ſome moneths after, there was aboye
